There were no 

adequate facilities for transporting 

coal for many years, for railroads 
did not abound and the substitute 
for wood was trui expensive. 

tnrally enough the wood cart- 
men did not believe in coal, any 
more than the old boatmen on the 
Hudson believed at first in "-team- 
boats, or the old st aire coachmen 
believed in railroads. They used 
to go around the streets of New 

k, howling against coal and try- 
ing to convince everybody how 

rrd it was to supp o se it could 

r take the place of wood, until 
><\ became a secondary 
in, the wood cart men 
" vamoosed the ranch " and coal 
was all in all. The records 
very incomplete as to the early dis- 
coveries of the anthracite coal beds, 
but, credit is usually given to 
Philip Ointcr for first finding it in 

boa County, Pa. While travel- 
ing daring the fall of 1804, Dr. 
Thomas C. James and Anthony 
Morris wandered to the top of 
Mattel) ('hunk Mountain, and there 
ran across Ointcr. He gave them 
an account of his dl , which 

had taken place in 1791. As be 
was stumbling along a dark path, 
Ginter's loot hit a piece of black 
stone, and he nearly fell. Looking

The funeral services over the re- 
mains of the late Dr. Thoma 
laudet, [).!)., L.H D , were held at 
St. Matthew's Protestant Episcopal 
Church, West Kith Street, near 
Central Park West, on the after- 
noon of Friday, August 2'.ith, at 4 
o'clock. Previous to the church 
services there was a Srort service

their vacations. 

At four o'clock, the time set for

hardly standing room in t he church. 
The aisles, cxeepi tin- main one, 
re filled with chairs. The vesti- 
bule at that hour was blocked, and 
in the street, many more were en 
• ring to get into the church. 

While awaiting the arrival of the 
funeral cortege, the beautiful ar 

rangemenl of the floral offerii 

could not but fail to attract the .ye. 
The pulpit was decorated with four- 
large w real lis of roses and forget- 
me-nots, bordered witli geranium 
id tied with pink and pur- 

ribbons; olo >f purple 

and tea roses, tied with pur-
